file 100-18250. Concerning these two communes which are 
located almost adjacent to each. other in a very remote, 
mountainous and almost inaccessible area of W. Virginia, 
the Dreamers’ Commune consists of a small group of people 
who moved to their present location from a similarly named 
commune at Montgomery, Vermont, between April and December 
1973. 


The Armadillo Farm consists of a large group of 
people who moved there in early 1973 from a commune known 
as the Ganja Dubie Boogie Band, which commune was located 
in a remote, mountainous, region of Pope County, Arkansas. 

The group had moved to the Arkansas location in the. Spring 
of 1971 from a commune at Santa Fe, New Mexico, variously 
known as Ganja Dubie Boogie Band, Doobie Farm, Hector Commune 
and Hector Plantation. 


Investigation by Pittsburgh has determined that 
several of the present residents of the communes in Creston, 
W. Virginia, have been past members of the Venceremos Brigade 
or SDS and have been acquainted with individuals who were 
sympathetic with the Weathermen. Investigation, however,

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Police 
had one of the FBI’s 10 most 
wanted fugitives, an alleged 
.radical bomber, in. jailfor.three 
days last month, but released 
him before finding out his true 
identity. 

Dwight Armstrong, 24, a 
suspect in the deadly bombing 
of a University of Wisconsin 
building in 1970, was arrested 
Dec. 12, after he was grabbed 
by a market owner who 
accused him of trying to steal 
cheese. - 

• He gave his name as Douglas 
James Hardy. "He had quite a 
bit of identification in that 
name,” said an FBI spokes- 
man. “He was placed in jail, 
convicted, on- the charge and 
sentenced to 30 days.” 

Armstrong would have’ been 
caught if it were not for the 
crowded condition of the jail. 
The sentence was reduced to 
three days and he was released 
Dec. 15. * 

“He was gone l>y the time his 
true identification was estab- 
lished through a fingerprint 
check," life FBI agent said. 

, “His appearance is drastical- 
ly chanjjed” after years of
